Exact Status of the Questions 
In Dispute. 

NO PROTECTION FOB TIi£ SEALS. 



Lord Sallabnry'a Aetlona CeiKldered Very 
IMareapeetfkd to Oar aoTe»aae»tr— He 
to Trylnc to Make Slmself SoHd with 

th« Tory Oovernmi>nt, 

WASraNGTON, March 11.— A great 
many inquiries are being received from 
different parts of the ooontry daily as to 
the exact status Of th« Behring tea die- 
pate. It appears that few persons can 
get an intelligent ideii of the ca.se or 
learn just how it stands at present. 

When, some time a'^o, tue Canadian 
poachers Ix'gan to kill the seal in tlie 
open sea, beyond the three-mile limit 
from shore line.s. and our sailors began 
to arrest the intruders and run in their 
vessels, a correspondence was entered 
into between this and the British gov- 
ernment with a view of jx i iminently 
settling questions which had been in 
dispute for many yearH regarding the 
catdi of seal and boiinda.ry lines of gov- 
• ■niiiit'ntal itiritory. It was finally 
agreed that the whole matter should be 
left to arbitration, and a large arbitra- 
tion Ixjard WiW Hclect»'d from various 
countries. This agreement for arliitra- 
tion had to be rutitieU by the buited 
States senate and the Btitidk govem- 
ment by treaty. 

That document is now under consider- 
ation of our Henatc l^omling the ralifi- 
cation of the treaty by the law-making 
powers of tlie govcrnineiit.s agT'-eing to 
arbitration, and also nonding arbitration 
itself, an agreeiiicnt, known a.s a modus 
Vivendi, was entered into, which limited 
the catch of seal in the open sea and 
preserved the status quo of tlio ca.se. 
A few days ago Lord Salisbury, the 
premier of the British government, abro- 
gated that modus vivendi just as Presi- 
dent Harristm wa.T getting ready the 
correspondence which was to accom- 
pany toe trsaty to onr senate. 

He ▲greemeat. 

Under the present oonditkm of affairs 
there is no agreement, matnal or other- 
wise, which preserres our interests in 
the open Behring sea, ezcepit tb^very 
old general treaty, aad also the law 
which was entered into at the time we 

Sarchaeed Alsska of Btissia. It is be- 
eved that aftsr Lord SalisWy has in- 
dulged m a littla blastsr for home oon- 
samption, he will renew tiie modns 
▼ivendi or enter into an ansagement 
eqniTaleot to it and that arbitration will 
proceed. Meanwhile it is expected that 
onr senate will ratify the arbitration 
treaty. 

Trying to Get Solid. 

The action of Salisbury is con.sidered 
very disresjMJctful toward our guveni- 
ment. and is intended to solidify himself 
with the Tory i^uverument and the ultra 
onti-American eiemout in England. 

If SaliabuiT refu.ses to renew the 
modus or entCT protest against the ex- 
termination of tlie seal interest.'* it i.s ex- 
pected that CI ingress will adopt addition- 
al measures lnoking toward the arrest of 
unlawful ]H>achiiig in the ojien Hchruig 
sea, and that the courtu or arbitration 
will be resurted to tor a determination 
of the law in question. It is contended 
by our {joveniment that the open Behr- 
ing sea is not neutral ground to the ex- 
tent of permitting the destruction of in- 
terests therein hMoaigllvto this oonntry 
especially. 

BBvlan4'a BInff. 
The Behring aea matter is, of conrse, 
a subject of diacnssion among ofQoials 
and attaches of the state department. 
Sir Jnlian Psancefote did not visit the 
department yesterday, and it wss stated 
that no communication had been re- 
ceived from the British government di- 
rect or indirect to indicate the tone of 
Lord Salisbarr's reply to the note of the 
8th inst. in official omdes. departmental 
andoongressional, there was expressed a 
dssbe. m sporting parlance, to "oall 
England's bluff," the opinion being gen* 
eniUyheld in aneement with that ex- 
prosssd in ICr. rhelra* letter to Seore- 
taiy Bmxd, vis; "There need be no 
fsar bat that a resolute stand on this 
sobtleot will at onoepot an end to the 
misc)iief oomplaltted of . It is not to be 
reasonably expected that Ghneat Britain 
will either enooursge or sustain her 
colonies in oondnot ^irtiloh she herself 
oonoedesto be wrong, and whioh Is dot. 
rtaneatal to her own interest as well 
as ours." 

The Prealdant Satisfled. 

President Harrison and J. W. Foster, 
who in the absence of Secretary Blaine, 
is assisting the president in conducting 
the coiTespondenc* with Great Britain, 
read with much interest the d)si>atche6 
of the United Press portraying the feel- 
ing in London in favor of a jingo policy 
on the Behring sea matter. It is said 
the iiresident is cimtent with the situa 
(don as far as it has develojietl, and is 
satisfied that he will be loyally support- 
ed by congress and the pe<mle in main- 
taining tilt; rights of the United States. 
The oflicials ai)i)reciate the ixilitical 
exigency that (loubtless impels Lord 
Salisbury to take the poeition implie<l 
by his refusal Ui extend the modu.s 
Vivendi. An appn^aching general elec- 
tion in Great Britain, and Lord Salis- 
bury's natural desii-e to win are suffl- 
dent to explain that: but is belisTed 
that not even that couaideration will be 
aufBcieut to lead the government to 
enter into a contest with the United 
States over au is.iue which, as Mr. 
Phelps says, they concede to bo wrong 
and mdefen.uble. 

It is api)arent that the language at- 
tribut(;d to The St. James Gazette that 
the pAi)er is not accurately informed of 
the jwsition of the English government, 
for which it essays to speak, or else is 
deliberately indulging in misstatements. 
The Gazette says the thing to do is to 
let the sealing go on as usual and refer 
the question of damage, if any ensues, 
to the arbitrutors for settlement. Aside 
from the fact that suuh a ooune w"n><^ 



soon result in having nothing substan- 
tial left to arbitrate, it may be stated 
that the question of damagee is pracise- 
Iv the point ^t Lord Salisbory- de- 
clined to submit to arbitration and 
which the United States desired to in- 
clude. Salisbury refused to attach to it 
any responsibility for the actions of the 
poaoUng sealers. 

A Svnntor'a Views. 

Inquiry ai the Capitol revealed the fact 
that m its present shape and under p»e.s- 
wnt conditioes the treaty will hardly be 
ratified. Said one senator: "I am in 
favor of carting England's bluff. She 
won't tight, and I am not in favor of 
asking her to arbitrate as to a riglit 
claimed by ns which she has been and is 
pert^istently viobi'iag. There is no ex- 
cuse for any one not knowing to what 
country the seals in the north Pacific 
and BehriTiu- sea belong. The seals on 
the Ru.- j,i;i side, living in warmer 
water, base Ihinner fur than those fre- 
nuentiiig the roolceries on the American 
shore.s and are worth 10 per cent. les.''. 
Any one who kills a seal, even in mid- 
ocean, kno A's to wJiat countrv it be- 
longs. Tlii'y can l)e identified just as 
ea.sily as a fleet of boats I'arrying the 
Uniied States fliig, and tiiero would Ik? 
just a.s much t-ense in a proposition to 
arbitrate our right to protect those 
boats from destruction as there is in 
the proposition to arbitrate these ssals." 

An Knclish Oanadlaa'a TIawa. 

An English Canadian view of the sit- 
uation of eome interest was given last 
night by Mr. Ooldwin Smith, formerly 
rcgius profeoaor of history of Oxford 
university, England, now a resident of 
Toronto, Cauaoa. For some weeks past 
Professor Goldwin Smith has been stay- 
ing in this city giving little Sunday 
breakfasts at Wormley^s to a distin- 
tinguished inner circle, and generally, 
as it is understood, exerting his influ- 
ence to promote the Butterworth- 
Winiim plan of Canadian reciprocity. 
But in speaking informally of the situa- 
tion arismg out of the Behring sea con- 
troversy he was remarkably nank. He 
said the policy stated to have been 
enunciated by Senator Frye in execu- 
tive session, and trat into shape by the 
Morgan bill, to exclude Canadian goods 
from free transit in bond across the ter- 
ritory of the United States, if rigorous- 
ly enforced, would bring Canada to 
terms inside of three weeks, and would 
dispose of all this sealing business in 
diort order. 

Great Britain had no interest in the 
continuation of the destruction of the 
seal. On the contrary all her interests 
ran the other way, as slie had the prepar- 
ation of all the seal skins, and tlie sud- 
den cessation of that industry would 
throw rj.ooo men out of employment in 
London al< me. Canada herself had no 
very great interest in the matter except 
a few Nova Scotians at long range, and 
the 'British Columbiiins of Vaiu nuvi'r, 
who were re.iping a rich harvest out of 
it. But the Dominion of Canada, as 
such, had iniinea-snrably less interest in 
the seal ipiestion than it had in preserv- 
ing its privilege of trans-shipping goods 
in bond tlirough United States territory, 
pspeeiiiUy during the period whSO their 
own ports were frozen up. 

But Mr. (loldwin Smith appeared to 
doubt the sincerity of any New England 
senator, who by word of mouth only 
urged this poli(ry of retaliation. New 
England railroads, now that the Grand 
Trunk railroad had practically a 
terminus in New York, were largely in- 
terested in keeping up the bonding 
privilege, and Minnesota and otlier 
states north of Chicago, found the short 
line thus made practicable of immense 
advantage to them. Therefore he 
doubted if any serious attempt to carry 
out the retaliation policy suggested 
would really be made. There was too 
much politics involved in the situation 
for the a<liiiini.stration to sanction a 
policy of retaliation which would hurt 
any state. 

In further conversation Mr. Smith ex- 
pres.'jed a reasonable fear that foolish 
talk on both sides might develop a 
jingoism which it would oe hard to snp- 
preas. 

Saoh Is Clrenmatanttal ETidenoe.

Fertilize tb-< Orchards. 
The drain upon the soil of an orchard 

s ropre.iente 1 in each crop of fruit. Few 
growers seem to realize that their trees 
should be fertilised to replace those ele- 
ments removed from the soil in the fruit 
The orange growers have found it impos- 
sible to raise goo 1 crops of oranges with- 
out fertilising, and this lesson must be 
learned by all fruit-growers. Some of 
the most proluctive groV(;.s in Florida 
were made so by penning cattle in the 
groves at night, bnt this mode has its 
objections in that it requires the treea to 
be trimmed too high. ^ 

An apple orchard yielding 250 bushels 
per acre sliciiiid receive each spring, as 
soon as the frost is out of the ground, 25 
pounds of nitrogen, 20 pounds of phoe- 
phoric acid aad.tU^ pounds of potash. 
This mixture shonid be sown over the 
surface, and is appllcablf to other fruits 
as well aa to apples. 

Those who will take the trouble to 
fertilize their orchards will he repaid 
with an increased yield of superior 
quality.~InduHtrial American.

Mr, Bennett, of Greenup, 
opened up the debate, speaking for the 
substitute, and denouncing the bilL He 
ridiculed the penalties pronounced in the 
bill against gift enterprises and bitterly 
arraigned it for ita alleged harsh and un- 
reasonable penaltiea. 

Mr. May followed Mr. Bennett, speak- 
ing for the original bill. He said the sub- 
stitute was only a subterfiifre, and that if 
its true inwardness could be seen, it was 
just what the lottery sharks wanted. 

Mr. Bashaw, of Henry County, was op- 
posed to the bill, lie said he had weigh- 
ed (he matter carefully and was in favor 
of the substitute. 

Mr. Whitaker, of Covington, follcved 
Mr. Bashaw. He also favored the sub- 
stitute. He thought theOodMl bill was 
a direct stroke at the bill of rights. The 
State had given vesteil and property 
rights to a business which this bill now 
proposed to destroy and confiscate with- 
out a hearing bf^fore any tribunal. 

Bepresentative Ualbert, of Lewis, spoke 
for the bill Wednesday. He is reported 
to have saiil tliat ho believed in an ex- 
treme penalty, and tltj^ if putting the 
ofiTsltders in the penitentiary did not stop 
the lotteries he was in favor of hanging 
them.

London, March 11.— The snowfall 
continnee general tbroaghoat Qreat 
Britain.

In Lon- 
don, owing to tho chilly weather and 
the liiuh price of coal, there is much 
snfferiiiK among the poor.

Bnpidly Approaching In the Pig iron 
Marketn of the Conntry. 

IJew York, March 11.— The last issue 
of The Iron Age says: Interest oentera 
ia the pig iron market* of the country, 
which are rapidly approaching a serious 
crisis. Our monthly blast fnmacs st** 
tistics show that we entered the month 
with the largest capacity at work on reo- 
oord. the total belnar over 108.000 tons 
per week. It shonul ba noted, however, 
that there has been soma elodng down 
since the Ist, but as yet far from enough 
to check the piling up of stacks, which 
is going on very rapidly. Thus far ex- 
ceptionally cheap money has helped pro- 
ducers tu carry, but any change in the 
financial situation might oanae a good 
deal of unloading. 

Report* of low prices come from every 
section. In billets, Pittaborg touched 
lowest water mark with a sale of 10,000 
tons at $22.75. In the steel rail trade 
Pittsburg records salea of 16,000 tons, 
the eaatem mUIa flgnra up only 9,000 
tons. 

There has been some movement in 
beams in Chicago, where a very large 
amount of structural woriria snrete 
come into the market. 

Baatem bridge concemt h«va tsken 
quite a number of good ordm in the 
west and south, and eastern plate makers 
continue to captnre the lion's share of 
the western trade. Iron and steel bars 
and shapes are pretty weak in all sec- 
tions. ^ , . • 

In the metal trade tin tmtun of aa- 
goMatioos among the leading Ijak* Sn- 
peiior and Montana prodnoars to ra-
